Journal  of  an  Expedition  to  explore  the  course  and  teTm'iuat'wn  of 
the  Niger:  with  a  Narrative  of  a  voyage  doivn  that  rirer,  to  its 
termination.  By  Jiic hard  &:.  John  Lander.  2  vols.  pp.  38-1, 
337.     Xew  York,    IS.3'2. 

The  problem  of  the  termination  of  the  mysterious  >N'iger,  has 
at  length  been  solved.  Ilicliard  Lander,  wlio  accompanied  Clap- 
perton  in  his  celebrated  expeditions  to  Bornou  and  Soccatoo,  and 
closed  his  master's  eyes  at  the  latter  place,  being  thus  left  alone 
in  the  interior  of  Africa,  found  his  way  back  through  innumera- 
ble perils,  to  the  coast,  and  thence  to  England,  bringing  with 
him  much  valuable  information,  great  experience,  and  a  zeal, 
only  heightened  by  the  risks  he  had  encountered.  He  eagerly 
accepted  a  proposal  that  he  should  return;  and  liis  younger 
brother,  John,  volunteered  to  incur  all  dangers,  and  share  the 
glorv  or  disaster  with  him.  Their  exj)loration  is  desrrib«'d  in 
the  volumes  placed  at  the  head  of  this  article.  We  shall  pro- 
ceed, for  the  benefit  of  those  who  have  not  read  them,  to  note 
someof  their  most  interesting  observations  and  adventures,  and  the 
great  result  which  has  crowned  their  enterprise.  Of  the  man- 
ner in  which  the  book  is  written,  \ve  shall  say  very  little,  as 
wu  ire  not  jihiving  the  literary  critic.  It  might,  perhaps,  havo 
been  more  brief,  without  losing  any  of  its  usefulness;  but  the 
style,  though  occasionally  amhiliou';,  in  ahvnv  creJilnble,  nnd 
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many  of  the  descriptions  are  beautiful.  The  narrative  want?, 
we  think,  the  exciting  novelty  of  Parke's,  and  the  richness  of 
detail  that  distinguished  those  of  Denham  and  Clapperton;  but 
far  excels  all  that  have  gone  before,  and,  it  may  be,  prepared  its 
\vav,  in  the  important  aiid  long-expected  revelation  in  \vhich  it 
ends. 

Tl»e  travellers  embarked  at  Porlsmoulh,  in  England,  on  the 
Gth  of  .January,  1&3(),  and  landed  at  Badagry,  on  the  Western 
coast  of  Africa,  on  the  2-2d  of  March;  having  spent  nearly  three 
weeks  at  the  British  forts  of  Cape  Coast  Castle,  jaul  Accra. — 
At  Badagry,  they  were  exposed  to  the  most  vexatious  detention 
and  exactions  on  the  pait  of  the  natives;  which  seem.s  to  have 
left  upon  their  m.inds  no  very  favourable  impressions  of  the  char- 
acter of  that  tiibe.  But  we  must  recollect,  that  much  of  the  ra- 
pacity of  that  untutored  people  arises  from  the  iiustin.rible  supe- 
riority of  European  fabrics  over  their  (-wii.  and  the  value  which 
they  consequently  bear  in  their  eyes;  subjectii;g  them  to  tempta- 
tions, which,  under  similar  circumstances,  civilized  men  do  not 
always  resist.  It  must,  however,  be  adnutted,  that  the  littoral 
tribes  have  been  exceedingly  corrupted  by  fiequent  association 
with  the  worst  of  foreigners,  and  by  that  polluting  traffic,  the 
slave-trade;  and  are,  from  their  j)etty  divisions,  jealousies  and 
wars;  their  enervating  climate,  and  geographical  position,  vastly 
inferior  to  the  nations  in  tlie  interior.  Rut  ihey  exhibit,  togeth- 
er uith  the.  vices  inherent  in  their  situation,  and  spontaneous 
(as  it  were)  to  human  nature,  many  of  tliose  amiable  traits  of 
character,  which  a'l  travellers  have  remarked  iu  the  negro  race. 
Laiuler  calls  them  an  "ever-grinning  and  locjuacious  people." — 
They  are  fond  of  dancing,  singing,  festivals,  and  noise,  and  are 
full  of  pompous  politeness.  In  all  great  afl'airs,  they  introduce 
music:  which,  although  dissonant  and  detestable  in  itself,  indi- 
cates a  tendency  to  refined  and  peaceful  enjoyments;  and  the 
simple  form  of  government  (and  easy  despotism,)  under  which 
thi.'y  live,  albeit  supremely  ridiculous  to  us  in  its  affected  grandeur 
on  state  occasions,  shows,  nevertheless,  a  capacity  for  obedience 
to  settled  laws  and  customs,  which  may  lead  them  hereafter,  un- 
der proper  tuition,  to  great  improvements.  Let  any  one  com- 
pare them,  in  these  respects,  and  in  thei.'-  fixed  residence  on  cer- 
tain spot'^^,   their  appropriation  and  culture  of  the  soil,  their  taste 
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fertile  jnirsiiits  of  (Hiiet  life,  and  tlu-ir  avidity  to  obtain  tliose  (dj- 
jcots  of  forciiin  manufu'tiirc,  wliicli  it  is  so  iKitura!  llu'V  should 
admin-;  let  any  one  compare  tluin,  in  IIum-  jnopcnsities  and 
habits,  willi  the  rSoith  American  iiidiaiis,  and  say  whether  the 
savage  indoeility  of  the  latter  can  diminish  the  hope  of  one  day 
reclaiming  the  others  to  Christianity  and  civilization. 

As  the  travellers  have  got  safely  home,  \vc  may  langh,  with- 
out inhumanity,  at  the  tribulations  they  underwent  at  i'adagry. 
The  day  after  their  arrival,  they  were  presented  to  the  (so  called) 
King,  Adooley,  whom  they  found  "sitting  on  a  couple  of  boxes 
in  a  small  bamboo  apartment,  from  whose  sides  were  suspended 
a  great  quantity  of  muskets  and  swords,  with  a  few  paltry  um- 
brellas, and  a  couple  of  horses'  tails,  which  are  used  for  the  j)ur- 
pose  of  brushing  away  Hies  and  other  insects.  One  of  the  most 
venerable  and  ancient  of  his  subjects  was  squatted  at  the  feet  of 
his  master,  smoking  from  a  pipe  of  extraordinary  length;  while 
Lantern,  the  eldest  son  and  heir  apparent,  was  kneeling  at  his 
side;  etiquette  not  allowing  the  youth  to  sit  in  presence  of  his 
father.''  According  to  the  universal  and  indispensable  custom, 
they  made  him  a  suitable  present,  including,  among  other  things, 
a  coat,  which  "is  indeed  extremely  old-fashioned,  and  belonged 
to  a  surgeon  in  the  navy  about  twenty  years  ago,"  but  which 
had  been  "made  very  showy  by  the  addition  of  apair  of  tarnish- 
ed guld  epaulets."  On  another  occasion,  when  they  called  on 
him,  "the  chief  was  eating  an  undressed  onion,  and  seated  on  an 
old  table,  dangling  his  legs  underneath  it  with  a  vacant  thought- 
lessness of  manner,  which  our  abrupt  intrusion  somewhat  dissi- 
pated." Before  the  visit  was  concluded,  "there  came  some 
"men  to  settle  a  domestic  quarrel,  which  was  soon  decided  by 
the  chief,  who,  after  receiving  the  usual  salutation  of  dropping 
on  the  knees,  w  ith  the  face  to  the  earth,  chatted  and  laughed 
immoderately.  \'ery  little  ceremony  is  observed  by  the  mean- 
est of  the  people  towards  their  sovereign.  Tliey  converse  with 
him  with  as  little  reserve  as  if  hd  were  no  better  than  them- 
selves; while  he  pays  asmueh  attention  to  their  complaints,  as  to 
tliose  of  the  principal  people  of  the  country.  I  should  think 
that  Adooley  is  not  entirely  destitute  of  the  virtues  of  hospitality; 
for  we  observed  with  pUasure,  lli;it  the  remainder  of  his  onions 
were  divided    etpially   among  the    cliiefs  who  had  come    to  visit 
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him,  and  were  received  by  them  with  marks  of  the  highest  sat- 
isfaction." Such  is  the  despotic  n)onarch  and  supreme  court  of 
Badagry;  for  they  are  both  united  in  the  person  of  Adooley. — 
Notwithstanding  his  exalted  rank,  he  is  a  most  importunate  beg- 
gar; and  has  little  respect  for  honesty  or  truth.  But  his  fcibles 
are  injurious  only  to  strangers;  for  his  arbitrary  rule  seems  to  bear 
lightly  on  his  subjects,  who  are  always  ready,  like  every  other 
tribe,  to  defend  their  individual  rights  and  ancient  privileges, 
either  by  disobeying  the  king's  commands,  or,  if  necessary,  by  ex- 
pelling him.  They  adopt  succession  or  nullification,  as  the  case 
requires. 

From  the  "court  circle,'  let  us  turn  to  the  "good  society"  of 
Badagry.  "On  returning  to  our  residence  (from  the  king's),  a 
number  of  'principal  men,'  as  they  style  themselves,  were  intro- 
duced, to  compliment  us  en  coming  to  their  country,  although 
their  true  and  only  motive  was  the  expectation  of  obtaining  rum, 
the  great  object  of  attraction  to  all  of  them.  We  have  been  an- 
noyed, during  the  better  part  of  this  day,  by  a  tribe  of  ragged 
beggars,  whose  importunity  is  really  disgusting;  and  the  number 
of  old  fat-headed  and  pot-bellied  men,  and  skinny,  flap-eared 
women  of  the  last  century,  has  been  immense.  To  these  garru- 
lous ladies  and  gentlemen  we  have  been  obliged  to  laugh  and 
talk,  and  shake  hands,  and  crack  fingers,  and  bend  our  bodies, 
and  bow  our  heads,  and  place  our  hands  with  solemnity  on  our 
breasts,  make  presents,  and  cringe,  and  fawn,  and  flatter,  up  to 
the  present  moment,  which  is  past  bed-time.  Had  Job,  among 
his  other  trials,  been  exposed  to  the  horrors  of  an  interminable 
African  pfdaver,  his  patience  must  have  forsaken  him."  "Every 
one  styles  himself  a  great  and  powerful  man;  and  old  Hooper 
himself  (an  under  chief),  calls  a  host  of  ragged  scoundrels,  'no- 
blemen and  gentlemen.'  "  "It  is  the  custom  in  this  place,  that 
when  a  man  cannot  pay  his  respects  in  person  to  another,  he 
sends  a  servant  with  a  sword  or  cane,  in  the  same  manner  as  a 
gentleman  delivers  his  card  "in  England;  and  it  is  almost  super- 
fluous to  say,  that  a  cane  or  a  sword  -is  at  all  times  a  more  agree- 
able visiter  than  its  owner  would  have  been." 

After  this  detention,  our  readers  will  doubtless  be  as  glad  to 
escape  from  Badagry  as  were  the  travellers.  On  the  31st  of 
March,  they  were  otlbetimes,  and  taking  the  rout  that  Clapper- 
ton   pursued   on  his  second  journey,  arrived  at  Jenna  on  the 
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Cth  of  April.  The  road  led  them  through  a  populous  and  fertile 
country,  diversit'icd  by  alternate  lorests,  and  patches  of  open  land, 
and  covered  with  villag;cs  and  towns,  in  some  of  which  periodical 
fairs,  ormarUels,  are  held,  where' many  thousands  of  people  con- 
gregate for  the  purposes  of  trade."  Their  jiarty  on  the  march 
"formed  a  group  both  savage  and  imposing.  As  they  winded  down 
the  paths  of  the  glen,  with  their  grote«(iue  clothing  and  arms,  bun- 
dles, and  tierce,  black  countenances,  they  might  have  been  mista- 
ken for  a  strange  band  of  ruflians.  Besides  our  own,  we  had  liired 
twenty  men  of  Adooley  to  carry  our  baggage,  as  there  are  no  beasts 
cf  burthen  in  the  country."  Burthens  of  all  kinds  are  carried 
on  the  head,  llcrses  are  very  scarce  and  dear,  and  it  was  some 
time  belore  they  could  procure  any.  "Being  all  assembled  at 
the  bottom  of  the  glen,  we  found  that  a  long  and  dangerous 
swamp,  filled  with  putrid  water,  and  the  decaying  remains  of  ve- 
getable substances,  intersected  our  jiath,  and  must  necessarily  be 
crossed.  Boughs  of  trees  had  been  thrown  into  the  bog  by  some 
good-natured  people,  to  assist  travellers  in  the  attempt;  so  that  our 
men,  furnishing  themselves  with  long  poles,  which  they  used  as 
•walking-slicks,  with  much  ditriculty  and  exertion,  succeeded  in 
getting  over  with  fewer  accidents  than  might  have  been  expected. 
For  my  own  part,  I  was  taken  on  the  back  of  alarge  and  powerful 
man,  of  amazing  strength.  His  brawny  shoulders  supported  me 
withoutanyapparent  fatigue  on  his  part;  and  hecarried  me  through 
bog  and  water,  and  over  branches  of  trees  not  thicker  than  a  man's 
leg,  rendered  slippery  with  mud,  in  safety  to  the  opposite  side. 
Although  he  walked  as  fast  as  his  companions,  and  with  as  much 
ease,  he  did  not  lay  me  down  for  twenty  minutes,  tlie  swamp  beinf 
full  a  quarter  of  a  mile  in  length."  In  a  town  called  Lario,  they 
found  "public  schools,  established  for  tlie  avowed  purpose  of 
teaching  the  rising  generation  the  rudiments  of  the  Mohamme- 
dan religion."  The  inhabitants  possess  horses,  asses,  and  mule.s, 
though  few;  and  a  great  abundance  of  sheep,  goats  and  ponltry, 
which  are  reared  and  live  in  the  same  huts  with  themselves. — 
"We  have  observed  the  country  to  be  sensibly  rising  to-dav 
(April  5th);  and  agriculture  seems  to  be  conducted  on  a  regular 
system.  The  gloomy  fastnesses  of  nature,  such  as  we  passed  the 
first  day  or  two,  are  less  common  as  we  advance;  and  open 
glades,  willi  plantations  of  bananas,  and  fields  of  yims  and  indiuii 
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corn,  all  neatly  fenced,  met  our  view  occusionally."  The  inhabi- 
tants of  Larro  are  more  chanly  in  their  jiersons  and  attire,  and 
have  evidently  more  of  the  comforts  of  life,  than  the  tribes  near- 
er the  sea. 

Jenna  is  the  principal  city,  and  residence  of  the  Governor,  of 
an  extensive  country,  belonging  to  the  kingdom  of  Yarriba. — 
The  travellers  were  conducted  at  once  into  the  centre  of  the 
town,  wliere  they  had  to  wait  a  long  time  for  the  chief;  the  eti- 
quette being  to  detain  a  stranger  in  proportion  to  his  rank,  and 
the  respect  you  mean  to  show  him.  In  the  interim,  they  were 
surrounded  "by  an  amphitheatre  of  wooly  heads,  and  teeth,  set 
in  faces  of  jet,"  formed  by  a  multitude  of  wondering,  but  inoffen- 
sive natives.  The  Governor  is  described  as  being  of  "a  childish 
artlessuess  and  simplicity,"  and  having  a  countenance  "indicative, 
not  only  of  innocence,  but  even  stupidity;"  to  which,  it  is  inti- 
mated, he  owes  his  appointment  by  his  jealous  sovereign.  "His 
manners  are  mild  and  amiable."  He  had  been  twelve  mcnlhs 
in  coming  from  Katunga,  the  capital  of  Yarriba,  to  his  own  seat 
of  government;  being  obliged  to  stop  at  every  town  on  the  way, 
to  receive  the  congnitnlatic  ns  of  the  people,  and  join  in  their 
festivities  and  amusements.  The  whole  business  of  an  African's 
life  seems  to  be,  to  escape  as  much  as  possible  from  labour,  and 
to  be  merry  and  thoughtless.  In  every  place,  there  are  drum- 
mers, and  perforjners  on  horns  and  whistles,  who  are  among  the 
most  important  and  disting\iislied  personages,  and  subsist  entirely 
on  the  contributio'is  of  the  public. 

The  women  of  Jenna  employ  themselves,  generally,  either  in 
spinning  cotton,  or  preparing  Indian  corn  for  food;  and  silk,  which 
is  brought  over  land  from  Tripoli,  is  woven  into  the  cotton  gar- 
mentsof  the  rich.  Although  there  is  a  plenty  of  animal  food,  the 
people  prefer  a  vegetable  diet,  consisting  chiefly  of  yams  and  Indian 
corn;  notwithstanding  which,  a  more  athletic  race  is  no  where  to 
be  met  with.  They  carry  every  thing  on  the  head,  as  we  have 
already  mentioned,  and  support  burthens  which  it  requires  three 
men  to  lift  from  tiie  ground.  They  have  a  barbarous  custom  of 
putting  to  death,  when  a  governor  dies,  two  of  his  favourite 
wires,  either  by  poison,  which  they  voluntarily  take,  or  with 
clubs.  The  I^:inder.s  were  so  unfortunate  as  to  witness  the  an- 
guish of  one  of  tin;  Lite  chiefs'  wives,   reduced  to   this  dreadful 
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alternative.  Men  in  office  arc  a^osulijrct  to  (lie  same  crnrl  law, 
at  the  death  of  their  prince.  "The  present  govi'riior  of  Jenna 
must  necessarily  go  down  to  the  s^jrave  on  the  fust  iiitellip;ence  of 
the  demise  ol'  the  kiiii;'  of  Varriha;  and  as  that  monarch  is  a  very 
H'^ed  man,  the  situation  of  the  former  is  not  the  most  enviahle  in 
the  world."  None  but  tlie  truly  patriotic  will  serve  their  coun- 
try on  such  conditions;  and  tliis  sort  of  lotation  was  doubtless 
established  for  the  suppression  of  ollice-hunters.  Eut  before  the 
wives  put  an  end  to  themselves,  they  destroy  all  the  wealth,  or 
rather  treasures  of  the  deceased  sovereiijn;  so  that  a  king's  son 
is  not  likely,  in  tliat  country,  to  be  considered  "a  good  match" 
in  any  point  of  viev.'. 

AV"e  are  not  told  what  iriay  be  the  population  of  Jenna;  but  it 
is  said  to  be  calculated  that,  since  the  late  governor's  death,  it  has 
lost  more  than  5!)0  souls;  principally,  our  travellers  conjecture, 
by  the  running  av>ay  of  domestic  slaves,  in  the  confusion  and 
anarchy  that  follow  such  an  event,  and  accompany  the  interreg- 
num that  ensues.  The  incessant  wars  and  intestine  broils  that 
agitate  those  countries  are  often  bloodless,  and  generally  end  in 
catching  a  few  captives,  who  are  afle-rwards  sold,  or  kept  as 
slaves.  The  travellers  were  informed,  that  during  a  three  years' 
war,  the  "solitary  victim  of  a  hundred  engagements,  was  one 
single  decrepit  old  woman,  who  found  it  no  easy  matter  to  run 
away  as  f;\st  as  her  countrymen."  "Success  depends  more  on 
the  address  of  the  parties,  than  on  their  intrepidity.  Living,  not 
dead  subjects,  are  sought  after;  and  it  is  their  interest  to  avoid 
liard  blows,  and  enrich  themselves  by  the  sale  of  their  prison- 
ers." These  are  sent  down  to  the  coast,  to  petty  chiefs  like 
Adooley,  who  act  as  agents  in  selling  them  to  European  and 
American  slavers,  and  receive  half  tlie  profits.  Such  facts  are 
important,  because  they  demonstrate  that  the  peaceable  disposi- 
tion of  the  Africans  is  averse  to  war,  and  thst  they  arc  instigated 
to  it  by  that  infernal  traffic,  and  not  by  any  Inst  of  blocd  or  plun- 
der. By  abolishing  the  slave-trade,  then,  those  wars  will  be,  in 
a  great  measure,  suppressed;  in  that  pait  of  Africa,  at  least,  of 
which  we  are  now  speaking,  which  is  \(^o  distant  from  Bornou 
and  Barbary,  to  find  them  a  profitable  mai.'.  We  need  not  repeat 
what  has  been  so  oft«'n  and  so  dearly  shown,  that  the  most  ef- 
fectual way  of  putting  an  end  to  the  slave-trade,  is  by  establishing 
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colonies  alonu;  the  coast,  with  which  tlie  natives  luaj  carry  on  a 
leo;itimate  and  profitable  commerce.  The  Africans  have  reached 
that  stage  of  improv(Mncnt  (symptomatic  of  maturity  for  a  higher 
civilization),  at  which  they  have  many  artificial  wants.  These 
they  seek  tosupplv  by  trading;  and  such  determined  trafficers  are 
they,  that  if  you  will  not  buy  any  thing  else,  they  will  sell  you 
one  another. 

On  the  l.'jth  of  April,  the  explorers  again  resumed  their  jour- 
ney. But  they  had  travelled  only  three  quarters  of  an  hour,  when 
their  carriers  dropped  their  loads,  and  would  not  be  persuaded 
to  continue  on.  No  consideration  could  induce  them  to  shake 
off  their  indolence  that  day.  It  was  in  the  small  village  of  Bid- 
jie;  the  chief  of  which,  being  "a  very  good  sort  of  a  man,  though 
he  had  little  authority  over  his  people,"  sent  the  travellers  a 
fatted  goat;  and  they  determined  to  forget  their  vexations,  and 
spend  the  evening  as  cheerfully  as  they  could.  On  the  14th, 
however,  they  w-ere  fairly  on  their  way,  and  arrived  the  next 
day  at  Egga,  "the  principal  market  town  in  this  part  of  Africa." 
They  were  accompanied  by  several  strangers,  from  town  to  town, 
in  order  to  evade  the  tolls  which  are  levied  on  merchandize,  but 
which  are  not  exacted  from  the  Landers,  because  they  are  going 
to  the  king  at  Katunga,  and  are  regarded  as  ambassadors.  The 
roads  were  crowded  with  people  coming  from  the  market  at  Eg- 
ga; some  of  whom  were  slaves,  going  down  to  the  coast,  under  the 
care  of  guardians.  "Women  bore  burthens  on  their  heads,  that 
would  tire  a  mule,  and  children  of  five  or  six  years  old,  trudged 
after  them  with  loads  that  would  give  a  full-grown  person  in 
Europe,  the  brain  fever."  In  all  barbarous  communities,  women 
are  the  chief  labourers.  An  African  highway  is  "a  path,  little 
better  than  a  gutter,  iormcd  by  repeated  rains."  The  natives 
have  no  idea  of  repairing  it,  or  throwing  even  a  log  across  the 
streams;  and  would  rather  be  entangled  daily  in  a  thick  under- 
wood, and  wade  through  pools  of  mud  and  water,  than  give 
themselves  any  concern  about  it."  If  a  tree  fall  across  the  path, 
or  an  ant-hill  rise  in  the  midst  of  it,  they  do  not  remove  the  ob- 
stacle, but  go  around. 

At  a  town  called  Jadoo,  they  saw  about  an  hundred  of  the 
king  of  Katungas  women,  "all  past  the  bloom  of  life,"  going 
about  the  country  with  loads  of  merchandize,  which  they  barter, 
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Biul  the  profits  of  which  they  cMrry  buck  to  his  mrtjcsty.  Otiicr 
chiefs  and  iiuliv  iduuls  have  siinihir  establishments.  But  the 
king's  women  have  the  privilege  of  being  exempt  from  tolls,  and 
are  distinguished  by  the  colour  of  the  cloth  wrapped  around  their 
bundles. 

On  the  -^tUh  of  April,  they  crossed  a  ridge  of  high  granite 
hills,  from  the  top  of  which  a  magnilicent  view  opened  before 
them,  bounded  by  ranges  of  high  mountains  and  by  isolated  peaks 
in  the  distance.  Being  now  in  tlie  hilly  country,  the  path  be- 
came very  rugged. 

On  the  30th  of  April,  they  arrived  at,  and  reached,  after  a  la- 
borious ascent,  the  town  of  Chekki,  ^erched  on  the  summit  of  a 
very  elevated  hill.     The  next  day,  they  met  a  caravan,   consist- 
ing of  upwards  of  400  men,  and  were  informed  that  one  of  double 
that  number  had  passed  the  day  before.     On   the  3d  of  May, 
they  traversed  a  fertile  and  more  even  country,  with  large  block* 
of  granite  scattered  over  the  surface.     They  crossed  many  small 
rivers,   flowing  from  the  South,  and  discharging  themselves  (as 
we  learn  from  subsequent  observations)  into  the  Niger.     On  the 
l-2th  they  were  at  Eetcho,   where  they  saw  many  thousands  of 
persons  collected  from  the  neighbouring  towns  and  country,  to 
attend   market.     The  principal  articles   ollered   for   sale,    were 
country  cloth,  indigo,   and  provisions;   and  they  remarked  here, 
as  they  had  every  where,  that  there  were  more  sellers  than  pur- 
chasers.    On  the  13th,  escorted  by  a  guard  of  honour  from  the 
king,  they  entered  Katunga,  which  may  be  considered  as  one  of 
the  great  landing-places  in  their  journey.

LATEST  FROM  LIBERIA. 

Bj  the  Brig  Liberia,  Captain  Hussey,  despatches  have  arrived  from  the  Colony. 
The  Brij;  American,  Captain  Abels,  had  arrived  at  Monrovia,  with  1'2S  eraigraiits, 
after  a  pa-^-^age  of  50  day«,  (one  child  only  having  died  on  the  patnage,  of  scarlet 
fever)  in  good  health.  It  will  be  recoil,  ct.d  that  moit  of  these  cmif;rant«  were 
from  SoQthamptoa  county,  Va.  and  North  Carolina;  that  they  had  been  «-nt  round 
to  Philadelphia,  and  that  the  expense  of  I  heir  removal  thence  wan  defray  .d  by  the 
Society  of  Friend-  in  that  city.  We  regret  to  learn  tlwt.  in  the  opin.on  of  the 
Colonial   A-cnt.they  are    little  .lualified  to  add  to  the   strength  and  character  of 
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the  Colony.  Wo  an-  sure  tliat  tlie  same  can  bf  said  of  but  few  of  tho  expeditions' 
which  have  pone  to  Africa,  and  that  those  who  are  soon  to  embark,  are  amonp;  the 
best  of  our  coloured  population.  We  regret  to  learn  that  the  health  of  Dr.  Tod- 
•en  is  feeble,  but  hope  the  dry  season  will  restore  him  to  his  usual  vigour.  The 
Colonial  Agent  and  Dr.  Hall,  are  in  the  enjoyment  of  good  health. 

Lii'.KRiA,  September ,  183"2. 

Dear  Sir: — By  the  Brig  America,  which  anchored  in  our 
harbour  on  the  15th  iust.  I  had  the  honor  of  receiving  your  sev- 
eral favors  of  the  Mth,  Kith,  and  '2',)lh  July,  enclosing  sundry 
resolutions  of  the  Board,  which  shall  receive  due  attention.  The 
emigrants,  I'ib  in  number,  have  all  been  landed,  and  will  be 
placed  at  Caldwell  and  Monrovia,  under  the  care  of  Drs.  Todsea 
and  Mall. 

AVith  respect  to  the  character  of  the  people  composing  this 
expedition,  I  regret  to  be  compelled  to  state,  that  they  are,  Avitii 
the  exception  of  those  from  AVashington,  the  family  of  Pages  froai 
Virginia,  and  a  few  others,  the  lowest  and  most  abandoned  of  their 
class.  From  such  materials  it  is  vain  to  expect  that  an  industri- 
ous, intelligent  and  enterprising  community  can  possibly  be  formed; 
the  thing  is  iiittrly  impracticable,  and  they  cannot  but  retard, 
instead  of  advancing  the  prosperity  of  the  Colony.  I  have  no- 
ticed this  subject  in  one  of  my  former  communications,  and 
nothing  but  a  thorough  conviction  that  such  an  influx  of  vagrants 
cannot  fail  of  blasting  the  hopes  which  our  friends  have  so  long 
and  so  ardently  cherished,  could  have  induced  me  again  to  ad- 
vert to  it.  Capt.  Abels,  who  commaiuled  the  vessel  that  brough-t 
them  out,  can  and  will  give  you  a  more  detailed  and  accurate 
account  of  their  moral  character  than  I  can  possibly,  as  they 
have  been  but  a  short  time  under  aiy  immediate  notice. 

I  am  induced  to  be  thus  unreserved  in  my  remarks,  as  it  is 
from  tlie  sufferings  of  people  of  this  stamp,  occasioned  by  their 
own  indolence  and  stupidity,  that  the  slanderous  reports  publish- 
ed in  the  Liberator  have  originated;  they  have  never  when  in 
the  U.  States  voluntarily  laboured  for  their  own  support,  and 
now,  when  the  stimulus  of  the  overseer's  lash  is  removed,  can- 
not be  induced  to  exeit  themselves suliiciently  to  procure  even  a 
scanty  subsistence:  indeed,  so  far  from  there  being  any  real 
grounds  lor  the  assertions  of  our  enemies,  I  am  at  this  moment 
issuing  rations  to  at  least  one  hundred  persons  whose  six  months 
have  e.vpired;   some  of  these  have  been  prevented  by  sickness 
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from  attending  to  tlieir  farms,  the  crojis  of  others  are  not  sufH- 
ciciitly  advanced  to  allord  tliem  a  suhsistenre,  but  by  far  the 
greater  number  are  women  and  cliilrlren,  who  liave  been  sent 
out  without  any  male  person  to  j)rovide  ior  them,  and  being  un- 
able to  gain  a  livelihood  by  tilling  the  soil  or  any  other  occupa- 
tion, have  become  a  burden  on  the  Agency.  Many  in  the  pre- 
sent expedition  are  similarly  circumstanced,  and  what  to  do  with 
them  I  know  not.  Our  ret^pectable  colonists  themselves  arc  be- 
coming alarmed  at  the  great  number  of  ignorant  and  abandoned 
characters  that  have  arrived  within  the  last  twelve  months:  and 
almost  daily  representations  are  made  by  those  who  have  applied 
themselves  to  the  cultivation  of  the  soil,  of  the  depredations  com- 
mitted on  their  crops  by  the  above  described  class  of  people,  who 
cannot  be  induced  to  labour  for  their  own  support. 

I  strongly  suspect  the  letter  published  in  the  Liberator  (said 
to  have  been  written  by  some  one  resident  here)  to  be  a  sheer 
fabrication.  There  are  but  three  persons  in  the  colony  to  whom 
the  suspicion  of  writing  such  palpable  falsehoods  could  possibly 
attach:  and  these  having  been  thwarted  in  their  ambitious  views 
and  scliemes  of  selt"^-aggrandisement,  have  become  dissatisfied 
with  the  present  order  of  things,  and  would  not  hesitate  to  resort 
to  anv  measures  that  would  have  a  tendency  to  injure  those  at 
present  in  authority.  \Vhat  other  motives  could  have  actuated 
the  writer  of  the  letter  alluded  to  (if  such  letter  was  ever  writ- 
ten), I  will  not  presume  to  say,  as  it  is  well  known  liere  that 
facts  are  at  variance  with  his  statements.  That  some  of  the  colo- 
nists do  sutler,  cannot  be  denied;  but  in  every  instance  their  suf- 
ferings can  be  traced  to  their  own  indolence  and  improvidence — 
and  not  to  the  alleged  delay  in  assigning  them  their  lands,  or  re- 
fusing to  give  them  every  aid  and  supj)ort  our  means  would  al- 
low, as  it  has  been  our  uniform  practice  to  assign  them  tluir 
lands  as  soon  as  they  could  j)ossibly  be  surveyed:  and  whenever 
sickness  or  any  other  untoward  circumstance  (jiot  occasioned  by 
their  own  misconduct)  prevented  tluir  making  tin-  exertions  ne- 
cessarv  fur  their  own  subsistence,  we  have  never  liesiliited  to  ex- 
tend the  period  usually  allotted  for  drawing  rations,  until  such 
time  as  they  were  in  a  c(jndition  to  subsist  themselves. 

That  Mr. shouM  liave  assertt-d  llmt  any  in  llif  roiony 
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perished  from  starvation,  is  to  rac  a  matter  of  the  greatest  aston- 
ishment, and  can  only  be  attributed  to  his  ignorance  of  the  real 
state  of  ad'airs,  which  a  little  observation  Avould  have  corrected, 
but  when  here  he  s.'cluded  himself  from  society,  and,  it  seems, 
relied  upon  the  misrepresentations  of  prejudiced  individuals, 
without  giving  himself  the  trouble  of  examining  wh»'ther  their 
assertions  were  true  or  false.  In  answer  to  so  uulooked  for  and 
unprecedented  a  eharge,  I  can  only  give  you  the  most  positive 
assurance  that  since  I  have  resided  in  this  country,  there  never 
has  an  instance  occurred  of  a  colonist's  perishing  for  want  of  food, 
and  in  this  assertion  I  can  be  supported  by  the  testimony  of  al- 
most every  individual  in  the  colonv. 

The  actual  state  and  condition  of  the  Colony  were  mentioned 
in  my  communication  per  brig  Ruth,  and  I  deem  it  unnecessary 
again  to  advert  to  it,  except  to  remark  that  instead  of  regretting 
that  the  almost  visionary  expectations  of  our  sanguine  friends 
have  not  been  realized,-  we  ought,  when  we  consider  the  very 
limited  means  at  our  disposal,  and  the  kind  of  material  to  be  ope- 
rated upon,  to  congratulate  ourselves  that  notwithstanding  these 
serious  obstacles,  the  Colony  has  prospered  far  beyond  what  any 
one  ac(juainted  with  the  actual  state  of  atlairs  could  possibly  have 
anticipated. 

I  am  happy  to  have  it  in  my  power  to  state  that  the  condition 
of  our  public  schools  is  highly  prosperous;  this  will  be  demon- 
strated by  the  enclosed  semi-annual  statement.  The  female 
schools  at  Monrovia  and  Caldwell  are  conducted  in  a  manner 
highly  creditable  to  Mrs.  Johnson  and  IMrs.  Csesar,  who  have 
them  in  charge;  the  beneficial  results  of  our  present  school  reg- 
ulations are  daily  becoming  more  apparent,  and  I  have  great 
hopes  that  the  principal  obstacle  to  the  more  general  application 
of  the  system,  viz.  the  want  of  funds,  will  be  removed  by  the 
alterations  in  our  revenue  law  received  by  the  last  arrival;  and 
should  our  imports  for  the  coming,  equal  those  of  the  past  year, 
there  will  be  revenue  sullicient,  I  trust,  to  defray  the  expense  of 
supporting  a  school  among  our  recaptured  Africans,  who  are  still 
very  earnest  in  their  solicitations  that  the  benefits  of  education 
should  be  extended  to  themselves  and  their  children.  They 
have  strong  claims  on  our  benevolence,  and  I  think  no  exertions 
fthould  be  spared  to  enable  us  to  comply  with  their  request. 
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The  settlomoiit  at  (Jraiid  Bassa,   as  noticed  in  my  last  commu- 
nication, is  in  j)roi;rcss,  and  should  nothing  untoward  intt-rvcne, 
will  be  in  full  ()j)L'iation  as  soon  as  tlu-  rains  have  ceased.     From 
the  last    advices iVoin  i\Ir.  Weaver,  who  is  there  superintending 
the  erection  of  buildin<;s,  I  learned  that  every  thinL'  will  be  prc- 
j)ared  for  the  reception  of  settlers  in  five  or  six  weeks;  he  more- 
overstated  thattlie  prin(ii);tl  men  of  tin;  countrv  were  very  friend- 
ly disposed,  and  the  few  who  had  manifested  a  disposition  to  pre- 
vent our   occupying    the    country,  from  their  beiiifr  specially  in- 
terested in  the   slave  trade,    finding  they  could  not  intimidate  UB 
by  threats,    have  ceased   all  opposition;    nor  do  I  aj)prehend  we 
will  hereafter  have  any  serious  obstacles  to  encounter,  as  all  those 
who  have  weight  and  inlluence  in  the  country  are  very  anxious 
we    should    settle  amongst  them.     Mr.  AVeavtr  will  shortly  re- 
turn to  the  Caj)e,    when  I  will  he  able  to  give  you  a  more  satis- 
factory and  detailed  account  of  the  ])rogress  made,  and  the  pros- 
pects of   a   speedy  accomplishment  of  our  views  in  that  (juarter. 
As   regards  the    fiscal    concerns  of  the  agency,    you  will  find 
from  the  inspection  of  the  accompanying  account    and    vouchers 
for  the  first    and  second    quarters  of  I83'i,  that  our  expenditures 
have  exceeded  those  of  any  former  period.     This  has  been  the 
necessary    result  of  the    unusual  number    of  emigrants  that  have 
arrived  within  the  few  past  months.     Recej)tacles  had  to  be  pro- 
vided for  their  accommodation,  their  liospital  expenses  had  to  be 
defrayed,  rice  and  palm  oil  purchased,  and  a  variety  of  other  in- 
cidental expenses  had  to  be  met;  all  of  which,  together  with  the 
necessity  of   purchasing  provisions   for  the  two  last  expeditions, 
who  were  very    scantily  provided,    have  increased  our  disburse- 
ments   far    beyond    what  was  anticij)ated;  you  will  therefore  by 
this  conveyance  receive   drafts  to   a  considerable   amount,  which 
my  necessities  have  c<jnij)i'II(;d  mr  to  diaw  on  vour  treasury:  this 
is  to  be  regretted,  but  it  was  unavoidable. 

The  health  of  the  Colony,  is  at  jiresent  good,  and  most  of 
those  who  arri\e(l  in  the  sliip  Jujiitcr,  have  gone  through  their 
seasoning  but  with  very  ft  w  dtaths.  In  my  last,  I  mentioned 
that  tin- avi'rage  number  of  deaths  among  the  emigiants,  was  four 
pi'r  eciif,  this  was    taken  from  tlif    \irl);il  ~tiileti.ent  <if  Dr.  Tod- 
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sen;  but,  on  cxamiimtion,  I  niul  the  average  number  of  cases  that 
had  a  fatal  termination,  will  equal  about  nine  per  cent;  including 
those  who  have  perished  from  the  consequences  of  the  original 
attack.  No  doubt  the  Dr.  might  have  been  correct  when  he 
made  the  statement:  but  when  I  made  the  examination,  I  found 
the  proportion  of  deaths  to  be  as  mentioned  above. 

I  regret  to  learn  that  the  Board  have  found  it  inexpedient  to 
give  Mr.  A.  D.  Williams  the  appointment  of  assistant  agent. — 
The  constitutional  objection  I  was  not  aware  of.  I  regret  it  the 
less,  as  Mr.  Williams,  yielding  to  the  importunities  of  a  majority 
of  the  respectable  colonists,  consented  again  to  become  a  candi- 
date for  the  ollice  of  vice  agent  and  has  been  re-elected.  So  that 
he  will  of  course,  duringthe  ensuing  year,  have  the  charge  of  af- 
fairs should  I  be  absent. 

I  hi.d  hoped  that  aOliirs  here  could  have  been  so  arranged  as 
to  enable  me  to  visit  the  U.  States  in  all  next  summer,  but  1  now 
fear  that  it  will  be  out  of  my  power,  without  materially  deran- 
ging our  plans  for  the  extension  of  our  territorial  limits  and  the 
establishment  of  new  settlements.  I  have  therefore,  though  re- 
luctantly, concluded  to  postpone  my  return  to  a  more  distant  pe- 
riod. I  wished  much  to  have  a  personal  interview  with  the 
Board,  in  order  to  devise  such  measures  as  would  ensure  a  more 
regular  atid  systematic  mode  of  fitting  out  and  providing  future 
expeditions,  as  well  as  the  management  of  colonial  ad'airs  gene- 
rallv;  so  as  not  to  alford  hereafter,  even  a  shadow  of  a  foundation 
for  the  slanders  of  our  enemies.  All  I  can  do  at  present,  is  to  draw 
up  a  statement  contradicting  the  injurious  reports  concerning  the 
suffering  and  destitute  condition  of  emigrants,  and  have  it  sign- 
ed by  the  most  respectable  colonists;  this  they  have  of  themselves 
requested  me  to  do,  and  will  cheerfully  give  their  testimony  to 
that  effect.  Tiiis  report  will  be  forwurded  by  Capt.  Abels,  who 
returns  in  about  six  or  eight  weeks. 

Enclosed    vou    will  receive  the  school   reports  for  the  1st  and 
-2d  (piarters  of  the  present    year,   also  the  account  and  vouchers 
showing  the  amount  of  disbursements  for  the  same  period.

LETTER  FROM  FRANCIS  DEVANV 

MONROVI.V,     LlliKRIA,   -^Stll   SL'J>t.   1832. 

Dkar  Sir: — Since  my  last  of  ITtli  3Iay,  I  Inive  not  received 
any  reply  from  you,  and  would  not  have  troubled  you  acjaiii, 
but  in  consequence  of  receiving  information  and  a  newspaper  pub- 
lished by  Messrs.  Wm.  Lioyd  Garrison  and  Isaac  Knapp,  dated 
Saturday,  June  3f)lh;  ].'-3v'.  lie  there  j)retends  to  have  received 
a  letter  from  J/iberia,  dated  Sept.  -Kkh,  1>31 — contradictint^  in 
the  most  positive  terms,  the  truth  of  11. y  rcj)ort  jrivcn  in  to  the 
Committee  of  Coiigress  on  the  "i^ith  and  -iTth  of  -May,  l.'-3() — 
respecting  six  Volunteer  Companies  and  .Alilitia,  amount- 
ing in  all,  to  about  oOO  ellective  jmn.  This  lln;  >\  riter, 
in  liis  ])aper,  declares  to  be  untrue,  and  that  I  only  njiorfcd  it 
to  deceive  my    coloured   brethren    in  the  U.  States,  and  to  gain 
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the  favour  of  the  Colonization  Society.  It  is  neither  noy  wish  to 
deceive  my  coloured  friends,  nor  do  I  wish  the  favour  of  the 
Colonization  Society;  but  what  I  stated,  was  plain  matter  of  fact, 
to  be  seen  here  now  by  every  candid  mind;  and  were  I  called 
upon  again,  I  should  be  compelled,  in  the  defence  of  truth,  to 
state  the  same.  Ifsuch  a  letter  was  written,  it  must  have  been 
by  one  of  the  most  lawless  of  our  citizens — and  a  friend,  only  to 
lies  and  disturbance.  But  a  citizen  he  was  not,  nor  a  person  ac- 
quainted with  the  Colony;  for  in  his  own  letter,  he  stated  he 
had  not  fiiltilled  those  obligations  which  constitute  one  a  citizen  of 
Liberia;  and  it  is  only  such  abandoned  wretches  from  whom  Mr. 
Garrison  appears  to  obtain  his  information  to  prejudice  the  good 
and  orderly  coloured  people  in  the  U.  States  against  our  Colony. 
And  I  am  sure  they  ought  to  be  aware  of  it.  I  am  not  a  proph- 
et, but  1  feel  no  doubt  in  saying,  that  ]\Ir.  Garrison  is  the  great- 
est enemy  that  the  coloured  people  have,  for  he  is  only  preparing 
a  oet  for  their  destruction;  and  I  would  be  glad  that  he  might  be 
the  first  caught  in  it.  I  am  not  one  of  those,  whom  the  writer 
says  wish  to  ingratiate  themselves  in  the  favour  of  the  Agent 
and  Colonization  Society;  nor  do  I  believe  that  there  are  any  so 
base  here,  as  would  depart  so  far  from  the  rules  of  true  liberty,  as 
to  mob  any  one,  as  he  pretends  to  say. — 1  will  now  give  you  the 
true  account  of  the  number  of  men  able  to  bear  arms,  belonging 
to  the  Colony  of  Liberia,  at  the  time  of  my  leaving  in 
March  18'3() — taken  from  the  Adjutant's  book,  and  the  different 
Captains  of  the  Companies  and  the  Superintendents  at  the  differ- 
ent settlements  of  Monrovia.

Garrison  and  his  publication;  he  has  made  several  attacks  on  my 
character,  and  I  would  be  glad  to  know  Irom  you  by  the  first  op- 
portunity, whether  I  could  not  bring  suit  against  him  for  his 
slanderous  remarks  on  my  character:  for  here  is  proof  that  I  was 
guilty  of  uo  libel,  as  he  or   his  friends  endeavoured  to  publish. 

I  hope  you  will  be  friend  enough  to  me,  to  give  publication 
to  what  I  have  written  you  on  the  sul)ject,  but  I  think  I 
shall  not  forget  him  in  the  Liberia  Herald.

Captain  Croweli  is  a  man  of  groat  integrity  and  worth;  and  none  who  know  him 
will  doubt  the  entire  correctness  of  his  statements.  It  will  be  obgcrved,  that  they 
ai^reo  with  those  of  many  other  respectable  individuals  who  hare  recently  Tiiitcd- 
the  Colony. 

E.\sT  Dknxis,  (Mass.)  October  1,  183i2. 

Dkar  Sir: — Permit  me  to  offer  a  few  remarks  from  my  own 
observation,  during  my  voyage  to  Liberia  in  the  James  Perkins, 
in  lelation  to  the  present  prospects,  &,c.  of  the  Colony  so  recent- 
Iv  established  there. 

During  my  short  stay,  I  was  daily  on  shore;  and  although  1 
did  not  \isit  the  inte-rior  towns,  yet  I  was  assured  bv  Dr.  ILill  and 
others  that  they  were  even  more  lloiirishing  than  Monrovia, 
^vhich,  to  say  the  least,  far  e.xcei'ded  my  mo:-t  sanguine  expecta- 
tions. And  I  would  here  remark,  that  the  natural  situation  of 
the  Colony,  has  a  very  striking  c(Mitrast,  in  my  oj)inion,  with 
that  of  our  forelathers,  who  landed  on  JMvmouth  Hock,  inasmuch 
as  the  latter  had  the  rigours  of  the  long  and  tedious  New  England 
.J9 
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winters  to  combat,  together  with  numerous  hordes  of  hostile 
savages,  and  far  beyond  the  reach  of  any  friendly  power  to  alle- 
viate their  suflerings.  Yet  what  blessings  are  the  many  millions 
of  us  now  enjoying,  as  the  fruit  of  their  patient  perseverance! — 
The  Liberian  ct^onist,  on  the  contrary,  has  a  climate  uniformly 
warm,  but  by  no  means  so  hot  or  uncomfortable  as  I  was  led  to 
suppose,  from  the  geographical  situation  of  the  country;  the  ther' 
mometcr  rising  no  higher  than  83  at  any  time  during  my  stay; 
and,  with  very  few  and  trifling  exceptions,  I  am  inclined  to  be- 
lieve, that  the  natives  of  that  country  are  highly  pleased  with 
the  rapidly  increasing  growth  and  importance  of  the  Colony,  and 
that  no  fears  need  be  entertained  of  any  serious  encroachment* 
from  them.  To  these  advantages  may  be  added  that  of  a  most 
rich  and  promising  soil,  well  adapted  to  the  culture  of  all  the 
tropical  productions. 

On  the  Sabbath,  I  attended  public  worship  at  the  Baptist 
church,  and  heard  a  very  impressive  and  useful  sermon,  deliver- 
ed by  Mr.  Waring,  one  of  the  colonists,  whose  hearers  were  nu- 
merous, and  the  whole  services  performed  with  that  devout  and 
serious  attention  and  good  order,  so  conspicuous  in  the  churches 
of  our  own  country;  and  what  particularly  met  my  observation, 
was  the  decent  and  respectable  manner  in  which  the  whole  as- 
sembly conducted;  their  dress,  without  one  solitary  exception 
within  my  view,  corresjionding  with  their  general  deportment.  On 
this  last  subject,  1  fear  mv  attention  was  too  much  drawn  from 
higher  and  more  ini])ortant  duties;  but  the  novelty  of  the  scene, 
and  my  situation,  biMn^  the  only  white  person  present,  must 
plead  my  apology  to  man;  my  tears  of  sympathy  and  sensibility 
at  .the  moment,  I  would  fain  hoj)c,  have  interceded  with  my 
Maker  for  such  neglect. 

I  would  further  remark,  that  during  my  visit,  I  did  not  hear 
a  single  discontented  expression  from  any  one;  ;ill  with  whom  I 
conversed,  appwariug  hajtpy  in  their  situation,  and  j)leased  with 
both  country  and  government. 

Their  trade,  already  very  considerable,  is  raj)id(y  increasing 
with  Americans,  English  and  French;  and  during  the  time  that 
1  remaiiKMl,  imhi  VI  d<!ij»,  the  liaihniir  was  visited  by  the  English 
sloop  of  war  Favourite,  cruising  on  that  coast;  by  3  English  and 
3  American  tr;tding  vessels;   and  it  is  deemed  a  rare  occurrence. 
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when  the  flag  of  some  of  the  abovcmontioncd   nations  does  nol 
wave  in  the  Bay. 

Such  satisfactory  results,  in  so  short  ntime,  naturally  lead  to  the 
most  promising  predictions  of  the  future;  and  tlie  advantages 
opening  to  the  benighted  native  of  Africa,  from  his  intercours* 
with  his  more  enlightened  and  christian  brethren,  I  will  not  at- 
tempt to  describe. 

Sufter  me  here  to  remark,  that  this  is  no  idle  tale,  invented  to 
pli'ase  the  fancy,  «r  gratify  the  idle  curiosity  of  any  one,  but  an 
imperfect  and  hasty  narrative,  drawn  from  actual  observation  an4 
■experience;  and  the  liberty  and  happiness  of  more  than  i^OOO 
manumitted  slaves  and  free  coloured  Americans,  now  testify  to 
these  assertions.  I  am,  respectfully.  Sir,

EXTRACTS  PROM  CORRESPOXDENCE. 

From  a  Gentleman  (\f  Virginia,  September  14,  16iJ^. 
I  have,  for  a  considerable  time  past,  determined  toeranncipatft 
tuy  slaves,  if  such  facilities  could  be  aflbrded  them  by  the  So- 
ciety of  which  you  are  Secretary,  in  getting  them  off  to  the  Co-- 
lony  of  Tiiberia,  as  are  necessary  and  proper  for  their  accommo^ 
dation;  and  if  the  necessary  arrangements  can  be  made,  they 
probably  will  be  in  readiness  to  go  as  early  as  December  next, 
or  by  the  sailing  of  the  first  vessel  thereafter  from  Norfolk  or 
Richmond.  Perhaps  I  may  say  with  propriety,  that  a  likelier 
number  of  coloured  persons  have  scarcely  gone  together  IVom 
one  place — this  is,  however,  not  material.  I  am  unahle  to  say 
what  number  can  be  emancipated  now,  as  a  woman,  having  A 
husband  and  three  children,  perhaps  would  nol  like  to  be  separa- 
ted. The  woman  and  her  children  belong  to  me,  and  her 
husband  to  another  estate:  however,  bo  this  as  it  may,  if 
Ihe  woman  will  go,  she  may,  I  sup])ose.  I  don't  much  expect 
any  difliculty  will  arise  as  to  any  of  the  rest.  1  feel  much  .soli' 
citude  on  this  matter,  and  wish  to  know  wiiat  can  be  done.  I 
hare  made  a  list  of  the  number  and  description,  below.  You 
can  also  see  at  what  price  I  think  they  would  sell. 
The  list  mentioned  contains  thc-namos  of  13,  T»hK'<i  at  JJJ,5«0. 
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From  a  (icnllcman  of  Viri^inia,   October  5,  1632. 

Mr.  ,  of ,  \  irfi;inia,  the  gt'iitlcnian  of  whom  I  5poke 

to  you  last  spring,  wishes  to  know  if  his  coloured  woman,  with 
her  liusband  and  nine  children,  could  obtain  a  passage  to  Liberia 

this  fall.      Please  write  Mr.  ,   immediately  on  the  rccipt  ol 

this;   inform    him  what   clothing   will  be   necessary,    and    what 

kind;  also,  what  t|uautitv  of  bedding,  baggage,    ^c.      Mr.  

generously  liberates  the  wife  and  seven  children,  and  Mr. , 

his  brother-in-law,  the  two  eldt.'st  children.  It  is  one  of  the 
most  interesting  families  I  ever  saw — they  are  all  bright  mulat- 
toes.  The  husband  had  to  beg  and  collect  $.>U(),  before  his 
master  would  consent  to  let  him  go.  Me  is  a  preacher,  ef  the 
Baptist  persuasion;  a  sensible,  go{)d  looking  man,  about  10  years 
of  age,  and  prt^mises  to  be  an  acquisition  to  the  (^oiony.  It  is 
Ti'ry  desirable  they  should  get  off  this  fall. 

Frvrn  a  (hntUjiiati  of  Xorlh  Carolina,  .Tuly  "25,  li^3Q. 
I  have  seven  black  peopK',  who  wish  to  be  removed  to  tlie 
Colo  IV  of  Liberia,  aged  as  follows: — one  old  lady,  18  years;  3 
boys,  one  '^0,  one  13,  one  11  years;  and  3  girls,  one  18,  one  15, 
one  2  years  of  age,  all  sound  and  in  good  health.  These  are 
all  one  family,  the  old  women  being  the  mother.  These  are  all 
the  blacks  I  liave  suitable  for  the  Colony.  There  will  be  three 
left,  which  I  will  give  you  a  descrij)tion  of — one  crippltd  man, 
aged  10,  who  has  a  wife  and  children  belonging  to  another  per- 
■son:  he  is  unwilling  to  leave  his  wife  and  children.  The  other 
two,  are  children  who  fell  to  my  wife,  and  their  mother  is  not 
willing  to  let  them  go.  We  have  never  had  them  at  home  yet. 
AVhat  makes  me  so  particular  in  describing  of  them,  is,  to  show 
you  that  I  have  not  retained  a  few  of  the  best,  and  jiacked  the 
rest  on  the  Colonization  .Society.  The  last  mentioned  children, 
we  expect  to  send  as  soon  as  there  is  a  way  open;  and  I  am  sorry 
that  it  is  not  in  my  power  to  aid  that  honorable  Sociely  with 
money  at  present.  But  I  expect  to  have  to  borrow  the  money 
that  will  bear  their  expenses  to  Norfolk. 

From  a  Gviithinnn  of  Tcnncasee,  Xov.  1st,  1S.3"2, 
We  have  an  interestiugfamilv  of  free  coloured  people  in  this 
qeighbourhood,  who  are  desirous  of  emigrating  to  Liberia.     We 
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learn  that  a  vessel  will  sail  from  New  Orleans  this  full  u  itli  emi- 
grants. A\  e  are  anxious  this  faniilv  slioiihl  go  ont  in  tlie  first 
vessel.  We  nii(iei>t;inil  about  -Ji)  or  "i")  (Kiliars  per  liend,  will 
transport  them  to  1-ibiria.  'The  faniilv  eonsisis  of  S  persons; 
and  as  we  are  anxious  they  should  not  he  disappointed,  we  have 
tlelerinined  to  raise,  hy  voliiiitarv  eontrihutions,  the  sum  (when 
added  to  what  this  Soeicty  has  on  hand)  oflwo  hundred  dollars. 
This  amount  will  be  placed  under  the  control  of  the  Purcnt 
Society,  as  it  may  direct:  provided  that  this  family  can  he  car- 
ried out  in  the  first  vessel  which  may  sail  from  New  Orleans  for 
Liberia.  The  collections  are  advancing  to-day,  and  I  have  no 
doubt  tlu!  requisite  sum   will  soon  be  raised. 

From  a  (icnilciiuni  of   Virginia,   Sept.  10,  lt;>xl. 
I  have  from  15  to   20  negroes  which  I    wish  to  emancipate; 
will  your  Society  receive  and  transport  them  to  Liberia.? 

From  a  (luitleman  of  Virginia,  Oct.  10,  1832. 
We  have  in  this  place  and  vicinity,  fourlots  ofslaves  held  rea- 
dy lor  manuuiissiou  whenever  an  epp.ortunity  for  sending  them 
to  the  Colonv  ofl'crs;  tlie  largest  lot  containing  11,  and  the 
smallest  3  persons;  but  neitlier  could  be  prepared  on  this  short 
Dotice  for  the  .lupittr.  Besidi's  which,  several  others  have  de- 
clared their  determination  of  liberatiiig  theirs  for  the  same  pur- 
pose: but  they  have  not  nuide  a  formal  tender  of  them  to  the  So- 
ciety. 

From  a  Gcnlhinan   of  Missi.saijipi,  October   2,  Is32. 

Twenty  seven  negroes  were  given  me  a  few  days  since,  which 
I  hope  to  get  ready  for  the  November  expedition. 

Fmma  Cejitlcman  of  \'ir>';iuiti,   Noy.  2,   iS32. 
I    did  not    receive  your   letter  of   October  until    last  Monday. 

Mr.  of ,  sent  me  a  copy    of  a  klter  Irom    >  ou    to 

him,  saying,  that  the  Jujiiter  would  be  in  Norfolk  about  the  13th; 
upon  the  receijit  of  \yliich,  1  forthwith  startid  those  Liberians  (six 
slaves;)  and  have  receiyed  iutonnatioii  lioni  Mr. of  llnir  arri- 
val in  Norfolk  on  the  Kith:  and  that  the  Jupiti'r  arrived  attliesame 
time.  I  have  before  written  to  vou,  stating  their  dejnirture.  I 
enclosed  to  Mr.  '.^220:    the  receipt  of  which,  he  has  ne- 
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knowlcdi^L'd.     I  also  pave oiit>  liundred  dollars,  Virginia 

note,    find  a   fifty   dollar  note,  to  enable  them  to  go  to  school  on 
Iheir  arrival  in  [.iberia. 

From  a  Genthnum    of  Virginia,   ISth  of  Oct.,  163iv. 

In  addition  to  those  I  mentioned  in  my  last  letter,  there  have 
been  several  other  applications,  some  from  the  owners  of  slaves, 
who  are  wiliini^to  emancipate  them,  but  notable  to  bear  the  ex- 
pense of  their  removal.  The  whole  number  of  applicants  now, 
is  not  less  than  lilty,  a  considerable  praportion  of  whom  are 
slaves. 

Among  the  slaves  is  a  man  (the  husband  of  a  woman  who  has 
granted  her  permission  to  emigrate)  in  the  prime  of  life,  whose 
master  is  willing  that  they  should  go,  on  his  promise  to  pay  him 
a  certain  sum,  if  ever  he  should  become  able.  His  master  is  de- 
sirous to  know  whether  your  Society  or  any  of  the  Agents  will 
take  the  trouble  to  attend  to  the  remittance  of  the  money,  in 
case  the  man  should  pay  it. 

From  a  Lady  of  Virginia,  October  2^2,  1&3-2. 
'Tis  the  wish  of  a  man  servant  belonging  to  the  writer  of  this, 
to  remove  to  Liberia;  and  it  is  highly  gratifying  to  her,  that  he 
has  at  length  accepted  a  boon,  which  she  has  for  several  years  of- 
fered him  on  the  condition,  that  he  would  join  our  Colony  in 
Africa.  She  is  convinced,  that  you  will  think  with  her,  in 
view  of  his  character  and  attainments,  that  there  are  few  em- 
igrants better  qualified,  not  only  to  obtain  and  support  a  respec- 
table standing  in  society,  but  to  promote  also,  the  best  interests 
'of  the  Colonv.  For  some  years  (being  now  45),  he  was  her 
father's  foreman  on  a  large  plantation;  to  him  was  confided  the 
management  of  the  dilFerent  departments,  and  the  distribution 
of  all  the  provisions  of  the  family.  He  conducted  all  the  agri- 
trultural  aflairs,  and  repaired  all  the  machinery  and  tools  of  the 
farm;  and  by  his  good  management  in  such  things,  has  obtained 
a  reputation  for  sound  judgment,  and  much  skill.  He  is  an  ex- 
cellent coarse  carpenter  and  shoe-maker,  and  indeed  can  turn  his 
hand  to  any  work,  from  a  plough,  to  a  lady's  cabinet.  But  the 
trait  which  has  rendered  him  invaluable  as  a  servant,  remain* 
to  be  told;  it  is  his  unshaded  integrity:  a  pillar  of  truth  Irom  his 
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youth,  he  Iris  ncvtr  hn-ii  known  to  swerve  iVorn  the  severest  re- 
quisitions, and  though  his  mind  is  as  unlettered  as  any  African's, 
bis  mora!  sense  is  pcrl"ect;  and  it  is  the  ardent  hoj)e  of  her,  wha 
no\T  addresses  you,  that  in  the  good  land  to  which  he  is  destined, 
those  virtues  which  have  rendi-red  him  so  valual)le  as  a  servant, 
and  so  heloved  as  a  friend,  will  have  a  wide  held  for  their  ex- 
pansion. 

From  a  (knUemnn  of  Xorth  Carolina,  Aug.  1th,  Ib'il. 
I  write  at  the  request  of  a  young  lady  of  this  neighbourhood, 
to  make  some  intiuiries  in  regard  to  the  steps  proper  to  be  pur- 
sued, in  gttting  oil"  some  slaves,  whom  she  wishes  to  send  to  the 
Colony.  There  are  four  of  them;  a  woman  about-iO,  agirl  about 
seventeen,  and  two  small  children. 

I    believe    the    young  lady  contemplates   defraying  their  ex- 
pense of  transportation    herself:    but  I  am  not  certain  as  to  that. 
From  a  Lady  in  Virg-'mia. 

There  are  a  number  of  persons  who  liave  young  female  slaves, 
they  would  wish  to  send  to  Liberia;  but  as  conscientious  motives 
induce  them  to  do  it,  they  cannot  send  them  unprotected,  and 
cast  them  as  it  were,  upon  the  world.  Our  Society  has  one  un- 
der its  auspices,  but  we  know  not  how  to  proceed  in  regard  to 
her.  A  friend  of  mine,  wrote  some  time  ago,  to  ask  my  advice 
how  to  dispose  of  two,  all  she  owned;  one  a  little  girl,  the  other 
on  the  verge  of  woman-hood. 

Could  some  plan  be  devised  to  afford  a  suitable  asylum  for 
unprotected  young  females,  it  would  be  the  means  of  many  a  one 
going.  Do,  my  dear  sir,  take  this  matter  into  consideration,  and 
let  me  know  the  result.  I  feel  much  for  the  extreme  degrada- 
tion of  my  sex  among  the  coloured  people. 

From  a  Gcnthmun  in  Virginia. 

I  enclose  5  1  fur  the  Colonization  Society,  two  of  it  to  bo  ap- 
j)lied  to  pay  for  the  Afiican  Repository  for  one  year.  The  his- 
torv  of  this  donation  is  this: — The  donors  are  two  children,  one 
nine,  the  other  seven  j  ears  of  age,  a  brother  and  sister.  They 
have  been  accustomed  by  their  industry,  to  earn  small  sums 
Irom  their  parents,  and  to  give  these  sums  to  various  objects  of 
benevolence.      AVhcn    I    w  a^i  about   lea\ingtlic  town    in  which 
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they  reside,  tliey  wished  to  send  some  money  to  the  Colonization 
Society,  for  the  purpose,  as  oue  said,  of  sending  the  poor  negroes 
to  their  own  country.  The  sum  was  fixed  on  hy  themselves, 
and  WRsall  they  had  at  command,  except  some  pieces  of  foreign; 
coin  preserved  hy  them  as  curiosities;  and  even  those  they  were 
willing  to  give  also.     Such  liberality,  deserves  imitation!!

IIVTELLIGEXCE. 

New  AruicAN  Expeditio:*. — The  United  Service  Journal  (Engli,<6,)  giret  » 
yery  iutcre«tiiig  account  of  the  cicpedition  fitted  out  by  the  Mcbitrs.  Lairds  of  Liy- 
erpool,  to  explore  the  Niger.  Wc  extract  the  following  from  the  article  on  this 
subject,  which  contains  a  brief  descriptiou  of  the  resdelb  and  persons  employed 
on  this  voyage  to  explore  interior  Africa.  This  expedition  lately  touched  at  Li- 
beria. 

Findiiijf  no  disposition  on  tlie  part  of  Gorernment  to  assist  in  appro- 
priatinjf  the  commerce  of  Africa,  Mr.  Laird  and  Bome  other  merchants 
of  Liverpool,  determined  to  fit  out  an  expedition  at  their  own  expense: 
and  so  little  encouragement  did  they  receive,  that  the  Treasury  actually 
refused  to  permit  the  vessels,  on  their  return,  to  land  their  cargoes  duty 
free.  Vet,  no  sooner  had  Mr.  Laird,  jun.  accomplished  the  ccpiipment 
of  liis  squadron,  than  the  .\dmiralty  requested  permission  to  send  out  a 
survej  or  of  their  own  to  take  observations,  determine  latitudes,  longi- 
tudes, &c.  Fortunately  for  the  nation  at  large,  Mr.  Laird  did  not  object 
to  this  appointment,  and  Lieut.  Allen,  R.  N.,  was  selected  by  the  Admi- 
ralty hydrograpiier;  an  officer  whose  conciliatory,  amiable,  and  gentle- 
manly manners  soon  secured  him  the  personal  regard  of  Mr.  Laird,  and 
of  every  person  on  board.  Every  thing  being  at  lengtli  prepared,  and 
Mr.  Lander  having  promised  to  accompany  the  expedition,  the  three 
vessels  comi)osIng  it,  assembled  in  .Miiford  Haven,  as  follows: 

Quorra,  steam  vessel — having  on  board  Mr.  Laird,  jun.,  of  Liverpool^ 
as  director  and  supercargo  of  the  squadron. 

Sailing  comma:, der,  .Mr.  [tarries,  Master  of  the  Itoyal  Navy,  an  officer 
well  acquainti-d  with   the  coast  of  .\frica. 

Lieutenant  Allen,  surveyor,  furnished  vviih  numerous  instruments  for 
observing  the  dip,  latitudes,  longitudes,  kc. 

Richard  Lander,  African  traveller,  and  discoverer  of  the  termination 
of  the  Niger,  acting  as  guide,  adviser,  and  partly  as  interpreter  to  the 
expedition. 

Also  a  gentleman  of  ability,  who  lias  volunteered  to  accompany  the 
squadron  as  surgeon  and  naturalist. 

The  Quorra  is  115  feet  in  length  over  all;  breadth  of  beam  16  feet; 
depth  of  hold  8   feet;    draught  of  water,  with  every  thing  on  board  for 
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ascom'ing  the  N!g-  r,  4  foot  "2  inctios:  t()nn:iL;-e  hlC>,  inoliuting-  the  etigi'ne' 
room.  One  eng-inc  of -10  horse  power,  to  be  used  only  in  calms,  or  in  as- 
cending' rivers:  con3lriicted  to  burn  eitlier  coal  or  wood,  as  may  be  re- 
quired. 

Aihurkah — so  named  from  an  African  e.xpres.sion,  signiCv  ing  blessing 
—  I  small  steam  ve>scl,  built  entirely  of  iron,  by  .Mr.  .Macgregor  Lairdy 
director  of  the  expedition:  fitted  with  one  steam  engine  of  15  horse  pow- 
er, constructed  to  i)urn  coal  or  wood;  vessel  70  feet  in  length  over  all? 
breadth  of  beam  13  feet  2  inches;  depth  of  hold  6^  feet;  draught  of  wa- 
ter when  launched  only  9  inches!  with  engine  in  and  boiler  full,  drew  2 
feet  6  inches;  drew  4  feet  6  inches  on  leavini;-  Milfurd  Haven,  having  pro- 
visions and  water  for  twelve  men  for  fifty  days,  besides  ten  tons  of  coal; 
bottom  of  the  vessel  One-fourth  of  an  inch  thick;  .sides  three-sixteenths 
of  an  inch  thick.  (.Iross  weight  when  built,  and  wooden  decks  laid,  16 
tons;  tonnage  56,  including  engine  room.  Schooner  rigged,  like  the 
Quorra.     Commanded  by    Air.  Joseph  Hill. 

N".  U.  The  greatest  interest  has  been  e.xciled  about  this  diminutive 
teasel,  as  it  is  certainly  a  bold  undertaking  to  navigate  the  Atlantic  in  so 
8m»il  a  boat  built  entirely  of  iron!  Sue  is  intended  to  explore  thef 
'i'schadda  and  other  tributary  streams  of  the  Niger. 

Columbine— merchant  brig  of  176  ton.s,  commanded  by  Mr.  Miller. — = 
This  vessel  conveys  a  considerable  cargo  of  coal,  and  a  very  curious  in- 
vestrhent  of  goods  for  trading  with  the  natives.  Her  bill  of  lading  wouldy 
indeed,  have  furnished  a  most  ludicrous  assortment  of  articles,  from  » 
peiMiy  whistle  to  a  kingly  crown!

Resides mnsfpietoons,  firelocks,  boarding  pikes,  cutlasses,  pistols,  SiC. 
The  expedition  was  detained  at  Milf^rd  several  tlays,  waiting  the  arri- 
val of  Mr.  Lander;  but,  as  the  wind  blew  steadily  at  north  on  the  24th  of 
July,  Mr  Laird  despatched  the  Columbine  and  .Mburkah  for  Port  Pray- 
ah,  in  the  Cape  de  Verds,  that  being  the  first  place  of  rendezvous.  A 
day  or  two  after.  Lander  arrived  in  a  fishing  bo:it  from  Ilfracombe,  and  in 
•n  hour  the  Quorra  put  to  sea,  bearing  with  her  the  hearty  good  wishes 
of  every  spectator. 

It  is  Mr.  Laird's  intrntion  to  proceed  in  the  first  instance  to  Port  Pray- 
*h,  where  he  hopes  to  meet  with  the    commaitder-in-chief  of  the  Afficart 
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stiitioii,  will)  lias  orders  to  render  liim  assistance.  From  tlience  they  g'o 
to  Cape  Coast,  to  take  on  board  some  Kroomen  negroes  to  cut  wood  ii» 
going  up  tlie  Niger,  rinally,  tliey  enter  the  N.ger,  and  dasli  on  at  once 
to  Boussa,  opening  communications  for  a  trade  in  gold  dust,  palm  oil,  and 
ivory,  by  the  way.  The  Alburkah  will  explore,  meanwhile,  all  the  prin- 
cipal tributaries  of  the  Niger,  and  it  is  not  altogether  beyond  possibility 
but  she  may  find  a  way  through  the  Tschadda,  Shary,  or  some  other  ri- 
ver, into  lake  'I'scliad,  in  the  centre  of  the  African  continent;  nay,  some 
flatter  themselves  with  the  dream  of  being  able  to  penetrate  into  Abys- 
sinia and  the  Red  Sea,  by  rivers  running  out  of  lake  Tschad  in  an  easterly 
direction.  What  would  be  the  astonishment  of  the  good  people  at  Horn- 
bay,  should  this  cockleshell  of  a  vessel — not  larger  than  the  boiler  of 
Whitbread's  brewer}' — and  built  of  iron,  force  her  way  through  tiie  cen- 
tre of  .Africa,  and  so  on,  by  the  Ucd  Sea  and  Straits  of  Babel  Mandel,  to 
Socotra  and  the  cuast  of  Malabar!  Let  this  vision  terminate  as  it  may,, 
the  attempt  deserves  success;  and  that  the  whole  of  the  spirited  indivi- 
duals by  whom  it  has  been  undertaken,  will  be  rewarded  by  the  fullest 
realization  of  their  most  sanguine  hopes,  is  the  sincere  prayer  of  one  who 
with  difficulty  restrained  the  desi:-e  to  quit  wife,  family,  and  friends  to 
embark  with  the  wanderers  composing  the  Jlfrican  Expeditiunf 

Til."-".  Slavk  Tuvni;  — !))■  a  slateinent  published  in  the  Liverpool  (V'ng- 
land)  Albion,  it  appears  that  from  the  15th  of  January  to  the  28th  of  Nov. 
1790,  there  sailed  from  tiie  port  of  I^iverpool  for  the  coast  of  Africa,  16,- 
756  tons  of  siiipping,  (90  ships  )  'I'he  number  of  slaves  they  were  licens- 
ed to  carry  was  27,071,  averaging  upwards  of  300  to  each  ship.  The 
manuscript  containing  the  statement  was  found  among  the  papers  of  a 
gentleman  engaged  in  the  traffic,  and  contains  the  name,  owner,  master, 
day  of  sailing,  and  destination  of  each  ship. 


BiKLK  i\  Ckxi-ual  .Vfuicv.  —  I'roiu  their  "Montlily  Extracts  of  Corres- 
poiulence,"  for  .Vugust,  we  learn,  that  the  Directors  of  the  British"  and 
Foreign  Bible  Society  have  recently  received  one  of  llie  most  interest- 
ing applications  probably  ever  maile  to  that  Institution.  It  was  for  ten 
Arabic  Bil)les,  anl  fifty  .\rabic  Testaments,  for  the  expedition  that  is  now 
fitting  out  in  Liverpo  j1,  to  proceed  up  the  river  Congo;  under  the  gui- 
dance of  those  interesting  young  men,  the  Landers,  whose  journal  of  their 
voyage  down  the  river  has  recently  been  published.  'Ihe  books  are  in- 
tended to  be  presented  to  the  African  Kings  and  Chiefs  whom  they  may 
visit  in  their  progress  to  the  interior.  Six  of  the  Bibles  were  directed  to 
be  splendidly  bound,  corners  plated,  and  clasped;  four  were  to  be  bound 
less  expensively,  color  of  the  binding  to  be  chiefly  green  (the  favorite 
color  of  the  natives)  and  scarlet;  and  the  Te^aments  were  to  be  neatly 
bound  in  the  same  colors.  The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  letter 
of  -Mr.  Laird,  the  gentleman   who    nude  the  application. — aV.  F-  Observer. 
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'•'I'lie  Hiblcs  and  Testaments  in  the  Aral>ic,  \vl\icli  1  liave  ordered,  I 
intend  to  send  under  cliartje  of  my  son,  Mac  (Jrejjor  I.ainl,  ulio  g'oe.s  out 
with  Mr.  Ricliard  f.ander  in  cliari^e  of  tlic  Kxpedilioii  to  Central  Africa. 
The  cost  of  lliese  books,  hound  as  \  have  ordered,  I  will  pay  myself  — 
Should  the  Society  be  disposed  to  send  any  more,  either  for  sale  or  dis- 
tribution among'  the  natives,  I  have  no  hesitation  in  .^guaranteeing  the  cost 
price,  to  the  extent  of  fifty  copies  of  the  N«w  reslament.*  Mr.  Lander 
iiitorms  me  thai  the  Chief-;,  with  a  few  exceptions,  read  anil  write  the  Ara- 
})ic;  and  such  as  do  not,  have  Arab  Secretaries  to  do  it  for  them: — so  that 
a  wide  field  is  opened  foi'  the  introduction  of  the  word  (if  Ciod  into  ahith- 
erto  unknown  land — unknown  at  least  to  Kiu-opeans." 

MotiTALiTV  i)K  Slavks. — ] t  a p |)oars  fr(jm  a  statement  of  Mr.  V.  15uxton> 
just  published,  that  the  British  Sugar  Plantations  are  carried  on  with  a 
fearful  waste  of  human  life.  It  appears  that  in  1817  the  total  number  of 
slaves  in  the  West  india  Sugar  Colonics  was  730,142,  of  whom  369,577 
were  males,  and  363,535  females.  After  a  lapse  of  eleven  years,  the 
numbers  in  the  West  India  Sugar  Colonies  are  678,537,  of  whom  .333,- 
534  males,  and  .344,993  females.  In  the  Mauritius  76,77i,  of  wtiom  47,- 
€57  are  males,  and  28,117  females.  The  decrease  in  thirteen  West  India 
Colonies  is  47,834;  in  the  Mauritius,  10,767;  together  58,601.  Hut  in 
two  Colonies  there  have  been  an  increase,  viz:  Dominica  11,  and  Barba- 
does  3,966;  together  5,977;  deducting  which  from  the  decrease,  we  have 
for  the  total  decrease  in  the  slave  population  in  the  Sugar  Colonies,  on  an 
average  of  eleven  years,  53,624. 


Slavery  is  Viboini.v. — M.-nioriaI.s  liave  been  put  in  circiilatinn  in  Virj^inia, 
•praying  the  L.-^islatnrc  to  abolish  slavery;  and  if  such  law  bf  not  passed,  that 
slaves  bs  not  allowed  to  be  brou<rht  into  Western  Virginia,  and  that  slavery  in 
that  portion  of  the  State  may  be  gradually  abolished.
